Grand pa Snydor wns n brother of Mrs. K. 
MoClollan, of Deeatur, nnd was in the 
8Hth yrur of his age. Mr. Snydcr was 
born Doc 8, 1809, In Orange county, Vlr- 
gtnln, died Jun 8, ho had boon n resident 
ot tho st'ito sixty live rears, bis parents 
otmio to Moultrlo county, in November, 
18U1. There WIIH no house then from 
Oknw timber north for eighteen miles; 
bin father located on 800 norcs of land on 
what Is known ns the Little Ohnw river. 
At that tnno tho pntlrlo glass was aa 
high nn n man's hand on tbo back of n 
horso Door, turkey, wolves, etc, wore 
abundance and much amusement WAS 
nITonlod tho oarly nottlorsjln hunting Mr. 
S snyn ho hns killed forty-fivo wolves 
In otio 8GII90H 
Sheep woro raised in 


abundance than, bnt U wan necessary to 
pou them or wntoh them niter nightfall' 
On coming from Kentucky thoy brought 
n considerable drovo of onttlo. Tho first 
winter they lost more thnn fifty, nnd Inter 
nil told tboy lost more than 100 head from 
bloody murrain. Ho continued on the 
farm until 1875. In 1806 he moved to 
Edgar county, and continued on the farm 
until 1875 
In 18116 bo moved to Edgar 


county, nnd continued thero until 1875 
when ho moved to Arcola. He began 
farming for himself at thongeof 35 years. 
Ho wnn married In 1885 to Susan B. Bndy 
of Kentucky.

Chrlntlnn ohurob. Mr Snydor's mother 
was one of novon who started tbe Chris- 
tian church in Lovlngton neighborhood. 
Tho novon bavo nil pasted away, but the 
church still ntands n memento ot their 
good deeds 
Mr. Snydor served three 


months In Ibo Black 
Hawk war. On 


coming from Kentucky they were in n 
largo covorod wagon drawn by eight oxen. 
On coming to tho Embarrass river It wan 
so swollen as to make dangerous tbe task 
of fording It. Tbe mon took tbe bedcord 
nnd tlod It to tho yoke of tbo lend oxen, 
then getting Into a skiff they rowed to tbe 
other sldo of tho rivor. They then tied 
tbo bod ot tbo wagon to tho rnnnlng gear, 
nnd tho toam was started and guided by 
tbo mou on the bank with tbe bodoord. 
Thoy landed on tbe other sldo safely. 
Tho Okaw wan oronsed in the same man- 
ner 
Mr. Soydor rained bis family In Ed- 


gar county. While there he lost a son 
nnd n daughter, both dying with tbe 
croup. Ho served ns sheriff of that coun- 
ty ono term 
Ha was novor served but

The 
HoOratb-MorteD gang was the terror for 
yean of a vost neighborhood on tbe west 
aide. It was sometimes known aatbe 
Maxwell street gang. 


Tbe member* of this gang were guilty, 


and many of them bad been convicted, of 
all crime* ranging trora petty larceny and 
pocket picking to burglary and murder. 
It was the worst street gang that has ap- 
peared In tbe criminal history of Chicago. 


Shooting policemen was a fraqaent rec- 


rea Ion of tbe Maxwell street gang. One 
of its members killed a policeman. They 
constituted an association in crime of all 
degrees. Some of tbe gang were youths, 
from 15 to 18 year* old. Other* had ar- 
rived at tbe ripe age of from 38 to 35 
years. But all tbe members of tbe gang 
were Irredeemable desperadoes and ene- 
mies of society. 


By various means, by -quarrels and 


shooting among themselves, by death 
from polloomon's pistols while resisting 
or attempting to escape from arrest, by 
other tragedies and by sentence* of long 
terms ID prison on arrest and conviction, 
tbls terrible street gang was finally brok- 
en up and Its surviving members dis- 
persed. 


One of tbe most desperate leaders of 


this gang Governor Aitgeld ha* restored 
to freedom, to follow bis old course of pil- 
lage and violence. If tbo administration 
of Aitgeld might be summarized as a pe- 
riod of general jail delivery this pardon 
I* tbo most pernicious of bis acts. 


It has been a constant plea of Governor 


Aitgeld iu defending hi* exercise of the 
pardoning power tbat be granted a less 
number of pardons than some or perhaps 
any of his predecessors. He makes this 
an emphatic part of bis present message 
to tbo general assembly. 


The question is not as to tbe number of 


Altgeld's pardon** and tbe pardons of 
other governors. The essential fact is 
tbat be lias pardoned tbe worst criminals 
under the sentence of the law. Many 
pardons for petty offenders might be jus- 
tified. But a single pardon for a notori- 
ous and hardened desperado and outlaw 
more than offsets many pardons for minor 
criminals whose release would not en- 
danger tbo public peace and safety.

fish. Tbe onrp destroys the spawn of the 
game fish. Tbey root on tbo bottom and 
roil and muddy up tbe water, wblob 
would otherwise bo clear. Tbey cross 
with the Buffalo, and the result is a 
scurvy looking fish with scales only in 
spots, and unsalable. They don't bite at 
any bait used for catching game fisb, and 
as seining and dipping Is prohibited by 
law, any one can see tbat tney will sooner 
or later take tbe streams entirely 
I 


know of n little stream up in Michigan 
that used to have plenty of bass, perch, 
pike, etc., in it, that Is now taken posses- 
sion of by carp, and is n roily, dirty 
stream with nu good fish in it. Besides 
this tho carp has destroyed tbo wild rice 
on tbe flats where tho stream emptied into 
tbe lake, which used to be a great feeding 
place for wild ducks, until tho introduo 
tion of tbe carp. I am certain tbat if tbe 
fisb commissioners of any state will in- 
quire into thi* matter they will flnd that 
tbe putting of carp in stream* will be 
very detrimental to the propagation of tbo 
bettor class of 
fisb.

Tbe 
gift waa made to tbe railway company on 
condition tbat they remove their depot 
then In Allentown onto tbe new town 
site wblob they did. And tbe town wa* 
named for Mr. J. A. Cbesnue of Spring- 
field, and not a tree which never existed.' 
Tbe writer bad -.be flnt building erected 
on the n->w town site, tbe M. E. church. 
The church was dedicated by Rev. Hiram 
Buck on tbe 5th day of October, 1872; 
Rev. T. D. Weems, pantor.

The Facts as to the Alleged AssaaltDpm » 


Mt. ZIOB Haa.

A. L. Vowell is reported to be lying In 


a critical state at bis borne at Mfc Zion, 
ai the result of an accidental Injury re- 
ceived In Brown's saloon at the comer of 
Cerro Gordo and Morgan street* on Mon- 
day evening between 4 and 5 o'clock. He 
ha* two ribs broken and Is attended by 
Dr. May at his homo. Mr. Vowell U 78 
years of age and Is addicted to the un- 
moderate DM of liquor.

It appears tbat 
be brought all the trouble upon himself. 
Had be not been abusive bo would not 
have been assaulted in anyway. The 
objefit of bis wrath was C. M. Roddick, 
the olgar manufacturer on North Water 
street, who simply pushed the old mao 
from him. Vowell was hart as be fell 
against tbo table. As bo struck the table 
Mr. Vowoll put hi* hind.to bis back and 
said be believed be was hurt. He went 
away and later went to bis homo at Mt.

Story of the Assault. 


In giving the particulars of {the affair 


C. M. Beddlok made this statement today 
to Marshal Mason und a Republican re- 
porter: 


"I am a olgar dealer, and it is my prac- 


tice to make the rounds of the places 
where I sell my goods, collecting and 
taking new orders. Monday evening I 
was on my rounds as usual and was not 
looking for trouble with anybody. I 
called at Billy Brown's place, but wben I 
arrived Bill; was not in. Goa Brown, 
tbo barkeeper, wus behind the bar. Mr. 
Dodd of Montloeilo, was sitting near the 
stove, apparently asleep. I had been In 
the saloon but a few minutes, standing 
near the end of the bar reading a paper 
when old man Vowell came In through 
the Cerro Gordo street door. Vowell was 
intoxicated. He got a drink and then 
asked for a package be- claimed to have 
left at the saloon OD a former visit. Gud 
mid be had not left any package at the 
saloon and then there was a dispute be- 
tween Gns nnd Vowell about the door at 
which ho had entered tbo saloon. The 
old man Insisted that be came In at the 
front door. 
Qua contended that he bad 


come in at tho Cerro Gordo street en- 
trance. Finally Gns appealed to me and 
of course I said ho bad come in at the 
Cerro Gordo street door. Then tbo old 
man turned ou me and I was abused 
shamefully. He called me all the vile 
names he aonld think of. I told blm to 
keep still, ;thut I didn't care anything 
about bis affairs, and tbat be was too old 
a man for me to attack. He continued 
bis abuse until at lost I took him by the 
coat collar nnd led him to the door, put 
ting blm out. I did not strike him. Gus 
snld that if I had not put him out he 
would have dono so. I remained in the 
saloon waiting for Billy Brown to come 
back. He came In shortly afterward, and 
while we wore talking Vowell returned, 
still talking about his package and more 
abusive than ever. Vowell seemed to 
have a special spite against me. He blus- 
tered up to me und repeated the vile epi- 
thets be bad used before, only with great- 
er spirit if possible. I was standing with 
my back to the bar at the time. I re- 
peatedly told the old man to stop his 
abuse, that I dldn'b want to have any 
trouble with blm, and tbat bo should go 
away and let mo alone. A bout live or 
six foot from the bar stood a oard table. 
Vowell was between me and the bar. 
Ho continued bis abuse, nnd came up to- 
ward me, standing quite close, wben I 
again told blm to go away. He refused 
to do so, and I shoved blm away. Vow- 
oll staggered backward and fell against 
tho table, He complained of bis back and 
then went out. 
That was all there was 


to the affair and I had given the matter 
no further thought until I read n distort- 
ed account of the matter this morning In 
one of the papers. Then I concluded tbat 
I would o me to poliee headquarters and 
tell just what occurred. I did not strike 
tbo old man. He made a nuisance of 
himself and I did no moro than any other 
man would have done under like circum- 
stances. I am very sorry that 1 happened 
to Incur tho old man's displeasure. I 
was in the saloon on baslnoss, and was in 
a hurry to get homo."

and burled in pits with fictitious names 
written upon thn boards. A number of 
Sheridan's scouts wore In the Confederate 
lines at the time and assisted in this 
brazen burial. After tho surrender, ordi- 
nance officers were taken to tbe graves 
aud there was a resurrection of guns tbat 
had thundered at Gettysburg and in the 
Wildrnuss, but now, in all probability, 
to remain forever as dead as the bodies of 
those killed In battle. 


When Loo was retreating toward Appo- 


mattox and Sberldan was operating on bis 
flank, tbe scouts did tbo crowning work 
and were instrumental In brintring about 
tbe capture of thousands of confederates. 
This was principally accomplished by 
deceiving isolated commands as large as 
regiments and sometimes small brigade* 
Finding thorn on some byway a scout 
would Impersonate a .Confederate 
or 


staff officer, boldly gallop up to tbe com- 
manding officer, deliver tbe compliments 
of some superior officer, and say that such 
officer commanded him to lead bis force 
to Rome

them, they were invariably surrounded 
nd captured by Sheridan's men. One 
ttompt of this kind became very inter- 
sting to the scout> who attempted the 
rlok.

Spain in Straights. 


Tho St. Louis Globe-Democrat- Even 


though some of tho ropoits from Madrid 
and Washington regarding Spttln be un- 
true, or Rross exaggerations, It la plain 
that that country la in serious straits 
Xho war in Oubn, which has boon under 
way since tho spring of 1885,-has buen u 
heavy drain on her resources. Sho has, 
It la guppo«od, sent more than 000,000 
so'.dlors to tho'lsland, and thoso have been 
commanded 1n turn by two ot herab'eat 
generals, anil 706 tho subjugation of the 
Insurrection noonis as far away, when 
judged by tbo existing conditions, ns it 
wna lit the beginning of 1800.

It Is oaoy 'to understand that under 


those udvowo conditions Spain finds It 
difficult to negotiate u new war loan. 
Spain's uredlt until 'recently has been 
fairly good,'considering hor comparative 
feebleucas nnd her niotltaeviil Idea and 
methods. But her reverses in tho Cuban 
struggle, and tho prospects of hnr utter 
and permanent failure to reaover her 
sway on the Island, have naturally lower- 
ed her prestige and made her an object 
of some distrust to tlio money lenders. 
Sho may bo able, [of course, to get further 
loans to continue tho war, but they will 
be given to her under conditions which 
will bo gailling to hor pride and flnnnulal- 
ly rulnous'to hor people. That she at last 


realize her desperate situation is 


evident froin'tbe reports of the coming re- 
tirement of Prime Minister Canovan, tbo 
removal ot General Woylor and the prepa- 
ration of measures of "roform" 'to the 
Cubans.

Not 
onljf vast quantities are exported but the 
home •consumption is very great. It roso 
from 
fjB.COl) tons In 1835 to 200,000 in 


1802, -and 401,000 in 1887, or from four 
pounds to twenty-three pounds per inhab- 
itant between the. dates given.

Cartagena were encamped 1900 


Spaniards under Col. Bos), who bad been 
ordered to prevent tbe vanguard of Go- 
mez from crossing tbe Bio Gonzalo. On 
New Year's day the Spaniards were at- 
tacked by 1000 Cuban infantry and BOO 
cavalry. Tbe Spaniards held a strong po- 
sition and bad four field pieces, bnt thq 
Cubans made a direct charge. The Insur- 
gents, however, were repulsed.

The slaughter was frightful for a few 


moments, over thirty Spanish soldiers 
and officers being disabled. They rallied 
as bravely as tbey could, and returned the 
fire, but, being under such a disadvan- 
tage and surprised, tbey could do little, 
their enemy being almost invisible, while 
tbe rapid fire Remington dealt death and 
destination among the crowded columns 
ot tbe Spanish troops. 
The !atter finally 


retreated, orderly at first, tbe Cnbans pur- 
suing them slung tbe road* and firing till 
the while. When the second wiresJn 
their rear were struck a panic ensmid, 
the soldiers forgetting all discipline and 
running tor their lives, and throwing 
away guns and equipments. Tbe Cubans 
pursued them for several miles. Over 
forty-five Spaniards were burled by tbe 
Cuban* and 100 taken prisoner*. The

For two years 


tbe war has waged on 'the island, During 
that entire time not a life has been sacri- 
ficed by the Cubans to the spirit of bate. 
Not only has General Gomez enforced the 
most humane treatment of prisoners, bnt 
be has fed them when provisions for bis 
own men were scant. 


In the face of this effort to carry out 


tho rules of war Captain General Weyler 
has formed an alliance with the platen- 
dors nnd protects them in their work ot 
devastation. Tbe assassination of Gen 
oral Maceo affected General Gomez deep- 
ly. The death of his own sen at tbe same 
time added to the bitterness of bis feel- 
Ings, but be did not act upon impulse. 
He sent trusted messengers to ascertain 
tbe exact facts. They reported to him on 
the 98th of December, showing beyond 
doubt that Maceo and bis son bad been 
basely led into ambush and assassinated. 
His resolution was at once made to make 
terms with the platcudors and to show no 
quarters to Spaniaidawbo did not sur- 
render peacefully.. 


Putting bis men in motion, ho made an 


attack upon the central trocha, crossing 
tbe island at Moron. The Spanish garri- 
son at lago de Avlle resisted strongly, but 
was overwhelmed and 114 prisoners tak- 
en. Now tbe time bad come for tbe black 
flag. The men were notified tbat accord- 
Inn to the precedent set by tbeir own gov- 
ernment they should prepare to meet their 
(ate. 
Tbey were given an opportunity of 


writing messages to tbelr friends in 
Spsln, and then in groups of twenty five 
they were shot to death. When tbe last 
vollev told that the work was completed 
General Gomez, made a speech to bis 
men, saying: 


"Now the death of Maceo is partly 


avenged."

keeper where to find it, went up town, 
and after inflicting wounds in his breast 
with a knife, and also cutting a vein in 
his left wrist, tried hard to throw himself 
in front of an engine. A railway yard 
worker prevented this, and he was taken 
to a sanitarium. Rucker says he is tired 
of life, and wants to go to heaven. Kir. 
Ruoker began life as a lawyer, but subse- 
quently spent fifty years in tbe ministry, 
and is well known in the central part of 
this state. He entered the conference of 
tbo Methodist Episcopal church at its ses- 
sion in Nashville in £1844 and continued 
in tbe active ministry until about tbe year 
1880 wben he built himself a magnificent 
residence in Clinton where be has resided 
since. His wife died a fewyeais later 
and since her death Mr. Ruoker has never 
been his former self. He married again 
but the marriage proved unfortunate and 
he has been living apart from his second 
wife for a number of years. From 1851 
to 1853 he was the pastor of the church in 
Deoatur. Ho was contemporary with Pe- 
ter Akers, Peter Cartwright, Jonathan 
Stamper and that school of pioneer minis- 
ters.

'be Conference Assembly in In- 


dianapolis to Discuss Gov- 


ernment Honey. 


MEETING OF GREIT IMPORTANCE 


A 


Indianapolis)) Ind., Jan. 18.—The mon- 


ntary convention wbleb began here this 
afternoon bnd Its inception in this city in 
November when an Invitation was issued 
to tbe boards of trade of tbe central west 
to convene here December first In a pro- 
iminary conference to consider the finan- 
cial situation. Thct conference decided 
it advisable to call a conference of rep- 
resentatives from tho commercial organi- 
zations of tbe cities of tbe United States. 
They met today to consider plans for tbe 
Improvement of tbe national currency 
system. 


Tbe convention was called to order at 


9 o'clock this afternoon, ex-Sovernor B. 
O. Standard of Missouri, was made tem- 
porary abairman,and delivered an address 
on taking the chair. A noticeable feature 
of tbe delegates' registered is tbe absence 
of men from the west. The south shows 
a fair proportion of delegates, while tbe 
east and central west furnish tbe largest 
delegations. 


Following is tbe address of Mr. Stan 


urd: 


Speech of chairman Stanard. 


Gentlemen: I desire to thank you for 


the honor you have conferred upon me 
by this call to preside over tbe temporary 
deliberations of this convention. Early 
in December at tbe instance of the boarc 
of trade and tbe business men of Indian 
apolis, a preliminary monetary conference 
was called to meet here, consisting of rep 
resentatlves of commercial organization; 
cf some of the central western states, and 
that conference was composed of some 
fifty business men. 


After a thorough and rather compre- 


hensive discussion of matters under con- 
sideration, it was resolved to invite tbe 
commercial organizations of tbe United 
States to send delegate to a convention to 
be held in this city today, to consider 
matters of importance pertaining espe- 
cially to tbo financial policy of our gov- 
ernment. Pursuant to this action yon 
havo here assembled, and I congratulate 
you and the country upon tbe assemblage 
of this convention of businessmen to con- 
sider maters of so great importance to the 
country. It Is nob my purpose on this 
occasion to suggest any given line of pol- 
icy to be pursued In remedying tbe evils 
of which complaint has been made or that 
may bo suggested here or hereafter. 
But 


I may mention—to my mind—somo of 
tho most glaring defects in our financial 
system. In this connection it is safe for 
me to say that tbo stability, prosperity 


aneV safety of oar oomroerolal,(roanofao- 
tnrlng, banking and agrlonltnral opera- 
tions depend upon a safe, comprehensive 
and stable financial policy for our gov- 
ernment—a policy that may be relied on 
to last from ono year to another and from 
one political adimnlstration to another, 
and to be taken, as far as possible, out of 
the realm of politics. 


Confidence is the foundation on which 


business and all affairs of material Inter- 
est are built. There should be enough 
money to do tbe business cf tbe country, 
and there should be no doubt about Its 
character and no shaking of confidence to 
take It out and keep it out of clroula- 
iiou. Tbe people of tbe United States not 
inly should havo confidence in our flnau 
Hal methods, but all tbe nations of tbo 
earth with whom we have commercial re- 
ations should have assurance of tbe sta- 
bility of our financial affairs, so that they 
may know on what basis they are work 
ng. This is of great importance to us 
as well as to tbo foreign nations when we 
ake into account that during the last 
year we exported to foreign countrlei 
more than a thousand million of dollari 
worth of tbe surplus of our soil and the 
Industries of our people, and Imported i 
little moie than seven hundred million! 
of tbelr products; and while our opera 
blons with foreign countries may not be 
quite as large every year as this, they are 
always of enormous proportions. 


Tiio present financial methods of th 


government are largely those adopted dur 
ing tbe war wben there were great emer 
gencles. I believe there is a very stroni 
and 
constantly increasing convlotlo: 


among our people that some metho 
should be adopted for tbe retirement o 
tbo United States and treasury notes 
and that they should not muob longer b 
tolerated as a circulating medium. The 
have boen a hindrance to the prosperity o 
our government for many years. 
The 


are a constant menace to our treasury re 
serve and to tbe credit of tbe governmen 
and wbeii encroachments are made upo 
these reserves,[commerce stands in fea 
and trembling. There seems to be a wol 
defined conviction among business me 
from the experiences of the past that there 
should be no notes In circulation which 
should not be retired wben their office 
has been fulfilled.; Whether those notes 
should be retired ot oooe or gradually, I 
am not disposed to say; but of tbe neces- 
sity of tboir retirement, I think there can 
be no question. I wou'd retire them by 
tbe sale of long government bonds at a 
low rate of interest, if there can be no 
better way devised for their withdrawal 
from circulation 


Wbile I am mentioning fame of tbe de- 


fects, as I believe, of our monetary sys- 
tem, which oorae to my mind, I would 
say that I see no reason why our national 
banking law should not be so amended as 
to allow the national banks to issue notes 
up to tbe par value of tbe bonds which 
they hold as a basis for their issue, in- 
stead ot issuing, as they are now compell- 
ed to do, only 90 per cent of the par value 
of the bonds that cost them perhaps 113 
to 1£U. This would help in giving us n 
larger volume of circulation and be an 
inducement to tbe bank to issue all the 
bills they could under tho new law. 
Many of the banks, as the law now stands 
tlo not issue oil tbo notes they are author- 
ised to do, because much of the time 1C is 


ot profitable for them to invest in bonds 
t ISO when they cannot avail themselves 
of an Issue of more than 90 per cent of 
tbe par value of the bonds they purchase. 


ben there is a tax of 1 per cent on the 
88uo of the national bank circulation, 
nd I see no necessity for so large a tax 
s this, as it must ultimately be paid by 
be borrower. I believe that tbe tax 
hould be reduced to one-fourth of one 
per cent. 


There are many advantages connected 


with tbe national banking system of the 
ountry, and this system, I believe, might, 
with great benefit to all interested, be ex- 
ended by Allowing under proper safe- 
guards, the establishment of branch banks 
n smaller titles with largely reduced ruin- 
mum of capi'.al. I believe there is no In- 
stance on record where a loss has come to 
holders of national bank notes. 


There are many suggestions of reform. 


One is to withdraw all paper money un- 
der tbo denomination of $10. thereby forc- 
ng a larger volume of silver and gold to 
circulate in the hands of the people, and 


believe this is well worthy of favorable 


consideration. 


1 do not believe that any criticism can, 


with reason or justice, stand against com- 
mercial or business organizations for tak- 
icg an active interest and making recom- 
mendation to congress in matters of so 
great concern as these which call us to- 
gether. 


I find from tbe last census that there Is 


an aggregate of over six millions cf mon- 
ey invested In manufactories in the Unit- 
ed States, and that there are over four 
millions of men employed in-these estab 
lisbments, and that tbe output is over 
nine billions in value annually. I also 
find that tbe average annual value of the 
cotton, wheat, corn -and oats produced in 
this country is about four billions ot 
dollars, to say nothing of the value of cat- 
tle, horses, hogs and almost innumerable 
other products ot tbe farm and field. 


I am sure the banker, merchant, pro 


fessionnl man. manufacturer, farmer, 
miner, .artisar, mechanic and laborer all 
have a community of interest In the cause 
we are hero to promote. In the language 
of Benjamin Franklin, "We must all 
hang together or bang separate,"
